| MONEY NOW FOR DEFENSE 


Peanuts and Fruits Sold on the 


Streets and Fund Accumu-

beben years of waiting ended for Philip 
Sangzori and Joseph, his gon, yesterday, 
when they walked into Assistant Chief 
Schuettler’s office and surrendered them- 
selves for trial on the almost forgotten 
charge of murdering Antonio Longo June 
25, 1900. Fleeing at the time of the murder, 
they had hidden themselves and worked at 
selling peanuts.and fruit on the streets of 
New York and Chicago all these seven years 
so that they might have money with which 
to make a defense for their ves 

It took the police and the coroner a long 
time to dig up the facts about the old mur- 
der. They found that the murdered man was 
the husband of Antonina Longo, the daugh- 
ter of Philip Sanzori, and that it was this 
woman who was responsible for the charge 
that the two men—her father and her broth- 
er—had killed her husband. 


Another Woman, a Sweetheart. 


There is another woman in the case, 3 


er, than the one who is seeking revenge. 
That is the unknown sweetheart of Joseph 
Sangorl. 

It was she who was the bulwark of strength 
and patience behind the years of sacrifice 
and labor for the men: It was she who took 
in the pennies and dollars every night and 
hoarded them up for the glad day when her 
men should win their clear name back in the 
courts of law. She is the bright background 
to the dark tragedy that the fates have 
woven around the Sanzoris, father and son. 

The two men were made prisonergjon the 
coroner’s mittimus, by the advice of their 
attorney, Charles B. Erbstein. was 
the only official paper to hold then. The 
records of the murder show little evidence 
against them, so little that when Assistant 
State’s Attorney Robert Holt learned of 
the facts he expressed doubt as to whether 
an indictment could be secured. The grand 
jury at the time of the murder paid noatten-

Accused on Neighbors’ Gossip. 

The facts in the cage so far as known are 
these: 

Antonio Lengo was shot dead one summer 
evening seven years ago when he stepped to 
the back door of his residence, 626 Twenty- 
fifth street. His wife was in bed. She heard 
the shots and ran to the door. She saw two 
men running away. She could not recognize 
them. 

Neighbors told her that her father and 
brother hed shot her husband. None of these 
neighbors appears in the records, and this 
forms the slim evidence. Attorney Erbstein 
says he does not think his clients will have 
to spend all ‘the $8,500 they have saved in 
order to clear themselves from the charge. 

The Sanzoris tell a story about a feud that 
started in Italy many years ago, which they 
think accounts for Longo’e mysterious death. 
They say that they often heard Longo speak 
of this trouble and express the fear that he 
would be killed some day.

‘BOXES.COUSIN’S EARS | 


Inflicts Drastic Punishment on Prince 
Frederick Henry of Prussia, Said to 
Be Addicted to Disgraceful Practices.

PARIS, June 12.—According to a story 
printed here today Kaiser Wilhelm has per- 
sonally degraded his cousin, Prince Frederick 
Henry of Prussia, expelled him from the 
court and army, and banished him from Ger- 
many. The kaiser dictated this severe pun- 
ishment on receiving proof that the prince 
‘was addicted to certain practices of a per- 
verse character. The prince was the eldest 
‘pon of the late Prince Albrecht, regent of 
Brunswick. 

His disgrace and banishment caused great 
surprise, because the prince had gained the 
name of being the most pious member of the 
imperial family. When the kaiser ascer- 
tained the nature of the charges he sum- 
moned his young cousin to the palace, and, in 
the presence of several members of the im- 
perial palace group and high army 
officers, personally performed the ceremony 
of degradation. He tore the orders and deco- 
rations from the prince’s breast and soundly 
boxed his ears, 

The prince, in tears, left the palace without 
@ word, drove hurriedly to his own residence, 
and left Berlin the same evening for Egypt. 
He is now said to be living in a remote spot 
in the khedive's dominions.

Washington, D. C., June 12.—{6pecial,}— 


For the second time within a few months 
President Roosevelt will send one of the 
members of his cabinet to the Pacific slope 
for the purpose of investigating the Japanese 
question. * 

Before the president prepared his last an- 
nual message he had Secretary Metcalf visit 
San Francisco for the purpose of devising a 
remedy for the settlement of the school ques- 
tion and attacks made by hoodlums upon 
Japanese subjects. Now he has ordered Sec- 
retary Straus of the department of commerce 
and labor to Inquire particularly into the im- 
migration situation. The report of the eec- 
retary will be used by the president in dis- 
cussing the Japanese question in his next 
annual message. 


Exclusion Laws to Be Investigated: 

Mr. Straus will inquire into the operation 
of the Chinese as well as the Japanese ex- 
clusion law. The reports of harsh treatment 
of Chinese laborers seeking admission into 
this country caused Chinese to institute a 
boycott against American goods two years 
ago. This trouble was adjusted at the time, 
but it will be necessary shortly to negotiate 
an |i tion treaty with China, and it is 
likely that the Peking government will seek 
to have adopted the solution now in effect 
in the case of Japan. That is, that the United 
States will not admit Chinese unprovided 
with passports. 

Handle Japs with Care. 


So far as the Japanese are concerned, 
there is no doubt that a great deal of friction 
has occurred, and the department of com- 
merce and labor has been informed of eva- 
sions of the law. The instructions to Amer- 
lean agents, however, require them to han- 
dle Japanese with the utmost consideration 
in order to avoid rows which would be re- 
ported in Japan and further arouse the yel- 
low press.’

work in earnest. 

It is certain Ernest P, Bicknell of Chicago 
will be elected president if the conference 
decides to hold its next meeting in Cleveland, 
and the “Cleveland boomers” have been cam- 
paigning all day. Beginning tomorrow the 
conference will hold three sessions daily.

Government Refuses to Accept Resig- 
nations and the Officials Decline to 
Perform Their Duties—Premier Is- 
sues Warning to the People—No 
Marriages Can Be Celebrated and 
No Berial Permits Can Be Issued 

Until the Civic Strike Is Settled. 


PARIS, June 12.—The government appears 
to be determined to refuse to accept the 
resignations of the municipal officers so long 
as their resignations are not accepted by 
the prefects and as no representatives of 
the central government can be appointed to 
carry on the duties of the officials who have 
resigned, a deadlock’ has thus been created. 
So long as it continues all municipal acts 
and works are suspended. 

In a letter to the mayors, Premier Clem- 
enceau today warns them of the serious re- 
sults to the people they represent if the 
officials carry out their determination not 
to perform their functions. He points out 
that the law of 1884 gives him a month in 
which to decide whether he will accept their 
resignations or decline them, and that in the 


meanwhile the resignations would not become 
definitive. 


Marriages Not Possible. 


Should the municipalities continue to re- 
fuse to perform their duties the public serv- 
ices will be completely suspended, marriages 
cannot be celebrated, nor can permits for 
burials be issued, as only the municipal au- 
thorities have power to grant them. 

M. Clemenceau further reminds the mayors 
that the local treasuries will be bankrupted 
by their refusal to pay taxes. 

Specially summoned to Paris in order to 
discuss the best means of dealing with the 
abnormal situation in their departments, the 
prefects of Herault, Aude, Pyrenees-Orien- 
tales, and Gard had a long conference today 
with Premier Clemenceau, who counseled 
conciliation so far as possible. 


Strike of Mayors Spreads. 

Out of 1,000 odd communes in the four de- 
partments involved, more than 120 already 
are in a state of municipal anarchy, and 
fresh resignations poured into the prefec- 
tures all day. 

In some of the towns the outgoing mayors 
and town councile are taking the precaution 
to wall up the doors of the town halls with 
the object of keeping out any temporary ad- 
ministration commissioners which the pre- 
fects might appoint. 

The time set by the general wine growers’ 
committee at Argeliers, over which Marce- 
lin.Albert, leader of the movement, presides, 
for the handing in of the resignations of the 
municipal officers expires tonight. 


CALLS TAFT “NEXT PRESIDENT.” 


Nomination by Toastmaster at Iowa 
Yale Club Accepted by War Secre- 
tary at Iowa City. 


Iowa City, Ia., June 12.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary of War Taft was guest of honor at the 
Iowa Yale club banquet tonight. He was 
introduced by the toastmaster as the next 
president.“ and said he accepted the nomi- 
nation and hoped to meet his friends in the 
White house. This morning. the secretary 
addressed the students of Iowa State uni- 
versity and an open air meeting. He de- 
clared himself as in favor of governmentally 
controlled pooling by railroads. 


HASKELL LEADS IN OKLAHOMA. 


Official Returns from Thirty-seven 
Counties Give Him Plurality of 
2,411 for Nomination. 


Guthrie, Okla., June 12.—Official returns 
from thirty-seven counties in Oklahoma and 
Indian territory tonight give C. N. Haskell 
a plurality of 2,411 over Lee Cruce in the 
race for the democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination, and T. P. Gore. candidate for United 
States senator from the Oklahoma side, a 
plurality of 577 over Roy Hoffman. R. I. 
Owen is named as senatorial candidate from 
Indian territory. 
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i Germany Gives Way and Daily 


Proceedings Will Be Given 
to the Public. 


THE HAGUE, June 12.—The delegates of 
various countries to the second Hague peace 
conference, which will be formally opened 
June 15, accompanied by a host of secre- 
taries, technical experts, and attachés, to- 
gether with a small army of newspaper corre 
spondents, are arriving here by every train, 
and the lazy old Duteh capital is beginning 
to buzz with an animation such as has not 
been witnessed since the conference of 1899. 

Already a feeling is prevalent among the 
arriving diplomats that the United States 
is destined to play a great role in the com- 
ing conference. Under her auspices the 
countries of South and Central America will 
be introduced to Europe on a footing of 
equality. age 

All Americans to Stand Together. 

The European delegates entertain no doubt 
that all the representatives of America will 
present a practically united front at this 
conference and that henceforth they will be 
an immense factor in such world conven- 
tions. Some surprises are expected from the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

Late instructions from Washington await 
the delegates here, but the general position 
of the United States may be summed up 4s 
follows: The most advanced position on 
every. question involving the peaceful ad- 
justment of international disputes, whether 
the subject comes up in the form of a pro- 
posal for the limitation of the expenditures 
for armaments, the immunity of private 
property at sea, the extension of the princi- 
ple of arbitration, the permanent strength- 
ening of the personnel of The Hague tribu- 
nal, or the Drago doctrine. 


Armament Issue Main Thing. 

‘The delegates are assembling in a spirit 
hopeful of furthering the unfinished work 
of 1899, but upon the main question, the 
limitation of armaments, much skepticism 
is displayed. 

Speculation preliminary to the formal 8 
ing revolves about two questions: Whic 
power, H any, will present the concrete prop- 
osition regarding the limitation of arma~- 
ments and the publicity of the sittings. — 

According td the latest information Great 
Britain now desires America to take the 
initiative in the matter of limitation. 

M. Nelidoff, one of the Russian delegates, 
at the first business session on June 17, in- 
tends to propose the acceptance of the Rus- 
sian program. Unless the question of limita- 
tiom is formally raised on Monday, its 
postponément until the discussion of the 
Russian program is completed would seem 
inevitable. .. 

In the matter of the publicity of the 
plenary sittings it is learned that Germany 
has decided to advocate publicity, and con- 
sequently .the chances therefor have sud- 
denly become brighter. Germany, it is de- 
clared, fears that her position might be mis- 
represented before the world if secrecy were 
observed.

MURDER STAGED IN COURT 


PRISONER’S TESTIMONY ‘BELLIED 
BY HIS ACTING. 


John C. Gross, Portraying Shooting 
Scene in Which He Slew His Son, 
Seems to Shatter His Pilea of Self- 
Defense—Children Who at First 
Refused to Testify Go on Stand, but 
All Say Their Brother Was the 
Aggressor. 


John C. Gross in Judge Kavanagh’s court 
yesterday acted out the scene leading up to 
his shooting his 22 year old son last January. 
In so doing he made admissions that seemed 
to shatter his story of self-defense. The case 
will go to the jury today. 

In the mimic scene Assistant State's Attor- 
ney William Rittenhouse took the part of the 
father and the father that of his son. With 
a chair held above his head, Gross advanced 
on Rittenhouse, as the father says his son did 
in the drunken quarrel which had begun in a 
saloon and ended in their house. 

He chased me into the front room,“ Gross 
said, “‘ and I ran over to the washstand to get 
my gun.“ 

He told ot getting the weapon, then Mr. 
Rittenhouse demanded of him how his son 
got back to the far end of the kitchen, where 
he was shot. 

** Did you follow your son with the sovebver 
in your hand?” the attorney demanded. 

Here Gross became confused and was un- 
able to tell whether his son had backed from 
the room or had turned and ran out. 

In the morning Gross’ children testified 
that their father killed their brother in seif- 
defense. Assistant State's Attorney Turney, 
being put on the stand, testified that the 
children had told him a different version im- 
mediately after the shooting. 

Patrick W. Riley, formerly a policeman, 
now a fireman, was placed on trial in Judge 
Ball’e court in the morning on a charge of 
murder. He is accused of shooting John J. 
Fry, 18 years old, at a picnic at Oswald's 
grove, Fifty-third and West Halsted streets, 
July 4, 1905, after an altercation over the ad- 
mission of the policeman, who was not in 
uniform.

PRISONER DAZED BY HIS LUCK. 


Conductor Accused of Robbing Company 
Finds Unexpected Friend in Court— 
Light Sentence, Future Employment. 


There is one man in Chicago who has every 
reason to believe that bread cast upon the 
water is a good investment. This man is 
Edward Vanderbilt, street car conductor; 
present address, the bridewéll. 

Ten years ago, when a clerk of the Pull- 
man company, he assisted a chance ac- 
quaintance, Fred F. Miller, to obtain em- 
ployment.

BIG STRIKE IN BALANCE. 


Question of Walkout, Tying Up 
Meat. Deliveries, Will Be 
Decided Tomorrow.

The refusal yesterday of two pecking firms 
to make any concessions to the teamsters’ 
umon brought the threatened stockyards 
strike situation to a critical stage. Whether 
or not there will be a general walkout of 
drivers next Monday, tying up the meat de- 
livery business in Chicago, will not be known 
definitely, however, until tomorrow. 

It Was reported in the evening that a se- 
rious factional fight had developed in the 
teamsters’ joint council. The coal teamsters 
and one or two other unions were said to 
have served notice that they would not sup- 
port the stockyards drivers. Friends and 
opponents of Car Shea, the national 
head of the union, were said to be fighting 
each other. 

The concerns that met representatives of 
the union in the afternoon were the Anglo- 
American Provision company and Swift 
& Co. The teamsters were represented by 
W. J. Gibbons, William Neer, and Milton 
Booth, composing a committee from the 
teamsters’ joint council, while C. O. Young 
and Frederick Cowin represented the pack- 
ers, 

The drivers were informed that the present 
scale of wages is as high as the packers can 
afford to pay. The argument was made that 
the packing house teamsters are the highest 
paid drivers in Chicago. In reply the union 
committee cited the present prices of meat 
and the increased cost of living as a justifica- 


| tion of their demands, 


Aristocrats of the Business. 


“ We are the ‘silk stocking’ teamsters of 
Chicago,“ said George F. Golden, business 
agent of the local, and we deserve the best 
pay.“ 

The teamsters’ committee will make an- 
other effort tomorrow to reach the heads of 
the other packing firms with their demands. 

Meanwhile, preparations were continued 
quietly by the packers in anticipation of a 
strike. Retail dealers were notified that no 
deliveries of meat could be assured after next 
Saturday. 

The packing’ firms, it was announced, have 


made plans, in the event of a strike, to ship 


meat by train to their branch houses and 
compel dealers to haul supplies themselves. 
It was said that a strike would mean the 
abolishment of the free delivery system of 
the packing concerns. 

Edwin L. Reed, who led the strike breaking 
forces in the big teamsters’ strike of 1906, re- 
turned to the city in the morning to hold 
himself in readiness to accept a similar posi- 
tion in case trouble develops. 


Freight Handlers Go Out. 

One hundred and twenty-five freight han- 
dlers and clerks have gone on strike against

Discussion of New Constitution and 
Bylaws, Which Finally Are Adopt- 
ed, Enliven the Opening Session 
Delegates Protest Against Change 
in Representation—Welcomed by 
F. 8. Dickson and B. J. Brundage— 
H. N. Higinbotham Heard. 


Discussion of the new constitution and by- 
taws, which finally were adopted, enlivened 
the session of the twelfth annual convention 
of the National Association of Credit Men 
yesterday afternoon at the Auditorium hotel.

The part of the new constitution which 
proved the greatest stumbling block was that 
which provides that individual members of 
the national organization who also are mem- 
bers of local associations shall have only one 
vote in the convention. Several delegates 
said it wae unfair to deprive members who 
pay two sets of dues of their full voting 
power. 

In an effort to remedy the difficulty, dis- 
satisfie® members proposed an amendment 
providing that individual members be given 
one vote. After much wrangling the amend- 
ment was defeated and the original section 
adopted. 


The.new constitutfon and bylaws are the 
work of a special committee headed by 
Thomas P. Robbins of Cleveland, O. 

Delegates Welcomed by Speakers. 

At the morning session speeches of welcome 
were made by Assistant Adjutant General 
Frank S. Dickson on behalf of Gév. Deneen 
and by Corporation Counsel Edward J. Brun- 
dage on behalf of Mayor Busse. 

“I am in favor of American ships under 
American flags to carry American goods,“ 
said Gen. Dickson. “ With an area of 
7,520,000. square miles, South America pur- 
chases only 12.6 per cent of its supplies from 
the United States.

* “But concerning the methods of organiza- 
tion, of management, and of control ef some 
of our great corporations facts of late have 
been revealed that have shocked the con- 
science and stirred the anger of the people. 


Denounces Sensation Monger. 

“The sensationaliat and demagogue would 
have us believe that the whole commercial 
fiber ie rotten; and the denunciation of the 
corporate management,“ without distinction 
of persons or corporations, fills the press and 
deafens the public ear. 

“I make no apology for the crimes dis- 
closed in the investigations, and I hold no 
brief for the culprite there discovered. But I 
have not, on account of these disclosures, lost 
my faith in my fellow mam ‘The numbers of 
the dishonored you may count on your fin- 
gers, but their name is legion whose lives of 
honor, of rectitude, and of probity have 
adorned the history of corporate manage- 
ment and dignified the commercial career, 

We have yet to learn that the mere fact 
that a man holds a commission from the 
government throws around him the mantle 
of infallidility, or clothes him with the im- 
penetrable armor of righteousness.’’

Bread when toasted is changed 
to what the chemists call dextrine, which is 
part of the change that takes place in di- 
gestion, so that toasted bread makes a 
more suitable food for those who are sick. 
To get good results the slices should be cut 
thin and heat enough applied to drive all 
the moisture out of them.. The heat should be 
applied siowly at first. A good way isto put 
the slices of bread in an oven and then only 
close the oven door. When the bread 
is moderately dry it should be taken out and 
toasted. It the slices are cut thick and only 
toasted a litthe on the outside the moisture 
in the bread merely is driven to the center 
of the slice, making it much Uke dough and 
wholly unfit for the uses usually desired. 
Bread never should be buttered before 
toasting, as butter ,melted by the fire is 
chemically changed and injurious to the 
stomach. Ifthe slices be thick and carelessly 
exposed to a blazing fire the outside is black- 
ened and made into charcoal before the heat 
dan reach the inside. The moisture is only 
heated, not evaporated, and makes the in- 
side doughy or clammy. And butter when 
spread upon the bread cannot penetrate it, 
but floats on the surface in the form of oil, 


and the result is one of the most indigesti- 


ble compounds. The correct way is to have 
the bread stale and cut thto thin uniform

The Piano 


Is an instrument requiring almost as much 
attention to keep in good working order as the 
human body. A great deal of care and skill 
neve entered into its manufacture and in 
order to keep it in condition some points sug- 
gested by a maker of forty years’ experience 
may be worth noting. 

In the first place a plano cannot keep its 
tone in a damp place; dampness rusts both 
strings and tuning pins, and also causes the 
felt on the hammers to swell, thus causing the 
mechanism to move irregularly or sluggishly. 
To prevent the ivory keys from turning yel- 
low, allow them to be exposed to the raye of 
the sun occasionally. 

To keep dust from ens eng on the 
sounding board close your piano when not in 


use. 

It is hurtful to a plano to keep it closed 
for months at a time. Even when not in 
use open it occasionally. If you insist upon 
burdening your piano by piling heavy loads 
of books, pictures, and ornaments upon it 
do not be surprised if it retaliates by some- 
timee emitting unpleasant sounds when 
played upon. 

Have the piano tuned often-—if new, every 
three or four months the first year, and less 
frequently thereafter.
